IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


DUtlnctloni Between Word* Parlia- 


mentary and Unparliamentary. 


'Probably tbe roost difficult and unpleas- 


ant of tbe duties wbicb tbe speaker of the 
bouse of commons is called upon to dis- 
charge is that of deciding whether an 
offensive personal allusion to a member, 
in the courne of debate, 1s or Is not a 
breach of parliamentary decorum. 
There 


is no definite rule or order to guide the 
speaker in this delicate matter. The de- 
cision is left entirely to bis own taste and 
discretion 
But there has always been a 


rather curious distinction drawn between 
remarks that reflect adversely On a mem- 
ber as a man anil on a member as a poli- 
tician According to well established prec- 
edents, the fprn,er are in aH cases consid- 
ered unparliamentary, while the latter 
rarely meet with a reprimand from the 
speaker 


Illustrations of both categories of per 


soual allusions and the light in which 
they are regarded by tbo occupant of tbe 
chair were afforded one night in tho BOS 
eion of 1890, during the debate on tbe 
new rule of procedure in regard to supply 
The c&pressions ware applied to a promi- 
nent member of the opposition and to the 
leader of the bouse. It wag tmld of tbe 
former that be bad been ''a monumental 
instance of inconsistency throughout bia 
political Ufa " 


Hero wo bnve an allusion to n member 


as a politician. It was met wibb cries of 
"Order, order!" and "Withdraw, with- 
draw I" from the occupants of tho opposi- 
tion benches, but Mr. Speaker Gully stop- 
ped Hie interruption by saying, ' The hon- 
orable member has not used any unpar- 
liamentary language." Later on in the 
debute the lender of the house was told 
tJmt "by a subterfuge" he was "going to 
palm upon the house a resolution." 
"That," said the speaker, "is hardly 
proper language to use " The word "sub- 
torfuga17 was withdrawn by the offending 
member, and amid laughter "misappre- 
hension'1 was substituted in its place.—

! 000 as bis share in the venture 


Tho specie on board H. M. S. Lutine, 


wrecked in 1799 off tbe coast of Holland, 
amounted to £1,200,000, and the whole of 
this still remains at the bottom of tbe sea, 
with the exception of £99,859 recovered in 
the year 1859. Attempts to recover tho 
remainder are still being made 


Diving operations resulted in the recov- 


ery cf £80,000 in gold from the wreck of 
the 511 fatei' Royal Charter, which tc.ok 
place close to Moelfra, off tbe Angelsea 
coast, but a vast number of diamonds are 
still lying about tbe wreck. 


Forty thousand pounds in specie was re- 


covered from tba wrecK of tbe Hatnilla 
Mitchell, in the Cbinesa sea, after lying 
in £8 fathoms of water for upward of 20 
years, and £90,000 in gold was saved from 
tbe Ttzeck of tbe Alfonso XII, which was 
sunk in SGi-j fathoms ot water off the 
Canary islands in 1SS5.

algar contai ed vnst treasure 
Five tons 


of silver plate, including tho famous silver 
gates of St. John's cathedral, Malta, ir d 
a toniinda half ot gold plate, mostly stud- 
ded with jt-reels, the plunder of the M 1- 
tese churches, were on board one of tbt?ac 
ships.

AH these changes do not occur in every

abnormal sensation is complained of. 


The trouWe begins usually after the age 


of CO or 35 years, bat sometimes earlier 
and affects women more often than men, 
The common causes are some disturbance 
of the functions of the stomach, bowels 
or liver, due to eating poor or too highly 
seasoned- food, the abase of alcoholic bev- 
erages, lack of exercise, and so forth. 
Habitual exposure to cold winds or to 
the rays of the sun may also produce it, 


Treatment consists in removal of the 


canse, if possible. Great attention should 
be paid to the mode o£ living. The diet 
should be regulated, highly seasoned and 
indigestible food, alcohol nnd strong tea 
being 'forbidden. Constipation, so often 
present, must- be overcome, and all the 
functions of the body should 'be inquired 
into and corrected if not properly per- 
formed. Exercise in the open air is nec- 
essary, but the face "must be protected 
frora cold winds and from, the sun. 


In mild cases oxide of zinc ointment, 


limewater or a bismuth lotion is often of 
great benefit. In severe cases stronger 
remedies or even the use of electricity or 
the knife may be called for. — Youth's 
Companion.

All the front doors of the 
Hotel de Paris were smashed in, a great 
crowd assembling there. 


The police and guards charged into the 


streets leading to the I'uerta del Sol, 
but the dispersed throngs quickly reas- 
sembled. 


Music on the public squares and a gen- 


eral -holiday had been arranged as yes- 
terday's programme of the royal mar- 
riage festivities, but all this was aban- 
doned on account ot the attitude of the 
populace. 


As was feared, the fnneral in The after- 


noon of Don Ramon de Campoamor, poet 
and philosopher, was attended with seri- 
ons 
disturbances. 
Enormous 
crowds 


gathered along the route of the cortege, 
which included members of the academy 
and the ministers of justice and public 
instruction. 
Gendarmes and mounted 


guards were stationed at strategic points. 
Considerable disorder marked the prog- 
ress of the procession, but the troops 
prevented any very formidable outbreak 
until the end of the city was reached.' 
At that point, however, the demonstra- 
tors, whs-included many students, raised 
the cry "Ixmg Jive liberty!" and, having 
broken op into small parties, proceeded 
to various parts of Madrid to renew the 
demonstration.

Schenectady and the establishment of of- 
ficial standards for electrical measuring 
instruments and apparatus and to hefuro 
independent and authoritative informa- 
tion on questions of electrical science is 
the purport of a bill to be introduced to- 
day by Senator Brackett and Assembly- 
man McMillan. The amount asked for 
the establishment of the school is .?150,- 
000 and the annual amount for mainte- 
nance $25,000. The school is to be a part 
of Union college and in return the uni- 
versity is to give 100 free scholarships 
and the land upon which to erect the 
building, while the 
General Electric 


works is to give the use of its works for 
observation and instruction. The prece- 
dent for such action by the stlite is 
found in the various agricultural col- 
leges, veterinary college, school of plastic 
art and schools of forestry. The idea of 
locating at Schenectady is because the 
works of the General Electric company, 
the largest in existence, makes Schenec- 
tady the natural center for the study 
and development of electrical science and 
•with Union college in close proximity 
offers exceptional atl\untag{*.

Messrs. Cannon 
of Illinois and Moody of Massachusetts 
defended the record of congress in the 
matter of appropriations. Fifteen -of the 
134 pages of the bill were disposed of.

The nse of the Jubilee de- 
pends upon an inspection of the boat nnd 
an estimate ot probable cost of putting 
her ia racing trim. The purchase of the 
Defender is now said by Mr. Crowniii- 
shield to rest entirely \tpon the report of 
the man that inspected her recently, and 
C. E. Hodges of the so called advisory 
committee is now in Xew York to attend 
to the matter.

The loss 
will rencli fully $150,000, upon which 
there is a partial insurance.

F. Odelin, acting attorney general, has 
received a dispatch from Mr. Elihu Root, 
United States secretary of war, offering 
him a judicial appointment in the Philip- 
pines at $5,000 a year. It is assumed that 
the offer is made on the recommendation 
of General Davis through Judge Taft 
of the Philippine commission. Mr. Odelin 
has replied accepting the offer and will 
sail for the United States March 15. 


Two Men Killed by Trnin. 


Rome, N. 1\, Feb. 14.—Martin Butler 


of Yernon and John StiUeter of Rome 
were killed here yesterday. They wore 
employed at Fort Stamvix farm draw- 
ing hay and attempted to drive over the 
Contra! tracks at a private crossing. 
They wcio struck by a west bound pas- 
senger train which was 12 hours late. 
Butler was instantly killed, and Streoter 
died on reaching the hospital.

WILL NOT KILLTHEMSELVES. 


Condemned Chinamen Reject 


Offer. 


Peking, Feu. 14.— At least three of the 


Chinese to whom Emperor Kwang STI 
sent a choice of methods of suicide in 
pursuance of the demand of the "power* 
for their punishment with death have de- 
clined to comply, and the emperor has 
withdrawn his request that they should 
destroy themselves. 


His majesty now telegraphs Prince 


Ching that when he agreed to the terms 
of the joint note the latter only required 
that the punishment lit the crime, and he 
argues that if the worst of the- guilty de- 
serve death the others should be ban- 
ished. 


The foreign envoys, on the contrary, 


say that even those who are least guilty 
deserve death and as there is no worse 
punishment all must suffer the same pen- 
alty. although, if China should desire to 
make 'distinctions regarding the crimes, 
she can sentence the worst either to quar- 
tering or to some other form of Chinese 
execution. 


Unless the court changes its views no 


immediate settlement is possible. 


Tbe Jeffries-Rnblln Fight. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 14.— Notwithstand- 


ing all arrangements nave been perfected 
for sending troops to Cincinnati to p"re- 
vent the Jeffries-Rulilin fight 'the belief 
prevails among those most conversant 
witfi the ' situation that there will be no 
necessity for sending troops. Governor 
Nash talks most reservedly ot his plans 
and the information conveyed to him 
from Cincinnati. There is an intimation 
Governor Nash has received assurance 
from the directors of the athletic associa- 
tion that in view of his determination to 
prevent the fight no effort will be made to 
proceed with it, even though the decision 
of the court slip-aid be favorable to them. 
<J6vernor Tsash would neither afiarm nor 
deny the rumor. As the situation stands 
four regiments of infantry and a battery 
of artillery are tinder orders to proceed to 
Cincinnati upon direction of the gov- 
ernor. 


Tlie_ Xetv 


"Washington, . Feb. 14. — According to 


the present plans of the war department 
the army is to be recruited to its full 
authorized strength of 100,000 men. The 
regular array now consists of about 67,- 
000 men, including the troops in the 
Philippines, so that the new enlistments 
are limited to about 33tOOO men. It is 
realized by the officials that it will taie 
a long time to secure so many men. but 
the full machinery of the army is being 
exerted in that direction, with gratifying 
results. Over 400 recruits were obtained 
last week, and it is expected that much 
better progress will be made when all 
the recruiting agencies aie in full opera- 
tion. 


Xew Forest Commissioner. 


Albany, Feb. 14.— Senator Elon Brown 


of Watertown has won his fight on the 
forestry matter. The present fish, game 
and forest commissioner from Brown's 
district, Do Witt C. Middleton of Wa- 
tertown, will be the head of the new 
fisheries game and- forest commission 
when the bill consolidating all the inter- 
ests is passed. 
The position is worth 


$3,000 a joar, and the appointment is for 
four jears. For the first two years he 
will have two consulting commissioners-,. 
Lieutenant Governor T. L. Woodruff 
and State Engineer Edward A. Bond, 
but after two years he will be the sole 
commissioner. 


Rioting In Budapest. 


Budapest, Feb. 14.—There was serious 


street fighting here yesterday between 
men out of work and the police. About 
1,200 of the former attacked the labor 
bureau, smashed tbe windows and at- 
tacked the police, who attempted to dis- 
perse them. 
The police charged them 


w1*h drawn swords and arrested 30 per- 
sons. 
The rioters attempted to rescue 


them, but were scattered by the arrival 
ol a force of cavalry. 


Superintendent Viindensen Dead. 
Utica, N. Y., Feb. 14.—B. B. Vandcu- 


sen, superintendent of the Remington 
Typewriter work's at Ilion, died very sud- 
denly at his home there last evening from 
heart failure.

I a clansman with whom ho had ingratiaied 
i himself was promoted to the grade of 


Futai, ho received an order from the throne 
to behead a certain eunuch who was in 
disgrace, but as tho eunuch was a favorite 
of the empress dowager no one dared un- 
dertake tho execution of tho order until 
tho subject of this biography -undertook 
the task. He afterward mot Li Hung 
Chang, and his promotion was then rapid

the form of a spiral. Ihis spiral fcrm 
gives him snfflcienc anchorage to rear his 
body by thecr muscular effort, and also 
the necessary leverage in dealing the blow. 
His eyes glisten like basilisks, hia forked 
tongue darts in end out with a low hissing 
souEd. Suddenly he throws back his head 
in a low curve, and as swiftly darts for- 
ward to his victim, partly os a nluage and 
partly as a spring, unfolding a portion of 
hia coil to increase his range. Ir. looks as 
if the cobra sprang into tho air; but, as a 
matter of facr. his belly usually touches 
tho ground at the moment of striking, in 
order to afford him sufficient leverage to 
imbecl his fangs firmly in tha body of the 
victim. 


The action is magnificent, and yet swift 


as a lightning flash. The tongue is with- 
drawn, the mouth wide open. The fang? 
fall on the victim as a stab, the lower jaw 
closing in beneath as a bite. If tho blow 
has been fair and square, two small punc- 
tures aro made in the flet,h of the •victim 
by the two fangs. 
Otherwise, if the blow 


has been one sided, there will be only one 
puncture. 


Now, then-era striking of the blow is 


not enough, and if the cobra were icstan 
tar.eously to withdraw the fangs after 
dealing tho blow his prey would suffer no 
worse effect than the pain of those needle- 
like punctures. It is still necessary to in- 
ject the poison. lu certain cases indeed, 
by a strong muscular action, tha poison 
hss been injected almost simultaneously 
with tho "blow—nay, in a ease where the 
cobra vcas inordinately roused to fury the 
noison vrns shot out by a strong muscular 
effort while the cobra was still in the act 
of plunging—and in this case the would 
bo victim, who was really out of range, 
escaped tbe blow, tmt hr.d the poison 
=quirted al! over him. Still, hcwever, in 
most cases the poison is injected after the 
blow, thong'n it bo but half a cccondafter. 
That; hnlf a seaocd has saved many a life, 
icr instaJice, where the blow, not being 
struck full in the body, bnb only on tbe 
odge ot it, tho cobra slipped off the body 
ny tho mere impetus cf the blow, causing 
the fargs to scratch along tho skin in two 
thin lines 


Assuming, however, that the blew has 


bren struck full on the body of the victim, 
the cobra immediately after the blow—i. e., 
as soon as he has partially recovered from 
ins own impetus, which is in about a sec 
ond or EO—wriggles his head cither to tho 
right or to the left. 
This act of turning 


helps to squeeze the poison gland situated 
on that eide lo which the cobra has turned, 
a~d chus to inject tne poison over t.ire 
punctilio on that side 
(Of course if tho 


cobra has ti:ro to turn both ways then the 
poison is deposited on both wourds, and 
the condition of the victim is doubly des- 
perate.) After this discharge tho cobra 
usually drops off the limb in an inert mass 
as if considerably, though temporarily, 
weakened by tbe loss of the precious tiuid 


But to resume 
It will, therefore, be 


apparent that (1) the fangs are employed 
merely to causa cho wound or wounds— 
that is, to open up a communication with 
tho blood cf the victim—and (S) the poison 
deposited on-the wound mixes with tbo 
blood and eventually causes death, as will 
be mentioned later on. Hence, it will be 
noted that if the poison is not able to eu- 
ter tbe wound there is no danger. In 
other words, if tlie cobra bites a pareon, 
cot on the naked skin, but through a 
fairly substantial garment, tho fangs will 
go through right enough, but tho pcisou 
will bo deposited on the garment and nob 
on tho wound. In such a case, it tho per- 
son bitten were to icinove the garment 
before tho poison has had timo to eoak 
through it, he is in no danger. 


On the other hand, if thera is already a 


w oucd' cr eora on the body, then oven a 
blow from n fanglcss cobra will be fatal. 
Snako charmers are well aware of this fact 
and are particularly careful on. such occa- 
sions as tho following: A band of these 
sncn were exhibiting bofoio the writer 
when they proceeded to show graphically 
how a cobra strikes Its prey. They pro- 
duced a magnificent specimen, full 5 feet 
m length find cs thick as one's wrist— 
though, of course, langlcss. One of the 
men stiuck up n monotonous tuna on a 
wind instrument. Tho cobra immediately 
reared its head full two feet from" the 
ground and began swaying its body grace- 
fully in time with the music in evident 
plcasuro. Then one of, tho other men took 
i fl his tunic and stood naked to tho wait-t 
His br.icd hack was carefully examined to 
sec that there was not "<» much as a 
scratch on it.
